Information about West Bengal 
could not be Included, The total number of towns 
is 253 and their population is 33,500 thousands.

The number of 
births and deaths recorded in these towns were 18,298 


and 7,273 representing birth rates and death rates

Thus 58 of the total number of 
towns representing 58% of the total population is 
covered. The number jf births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 2,501 and 1,002 representing birth 
and death rates of 27 5 and ii*o per thousand of 
population respectively.
